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Risks and Costs Running High 
On Trans-Andean Oil Pipeline 


By Leonard Greenwood 


CHAMAYA RIVER. Peru. July 

26.—The giant truck Jurched over 
the potholed, twisting mountain 
road, its trailer load of steel pipe. 
stacked 15 feet high, swaying 
dangerously. 

On a steep incline, the truck's 
spinning wheels dug deeply into 
the clay surface. Then the truck 
stopped, blocking the road. 


A newer truck at the crest back- 
ed down and, after steel cables 
were hitched up, pulled the stalled 
truck free~but only after the 
driver risked & 100-foot plunge to 
the churning, muddy waters of 
the Chamaya River. 


400 Miles 


Risking his life a dozen times 
a day, a trucker may take a 
week coming up from the Pacific 
Coast, only 400 miJes away. And 
with each trip he delivers only 
enough pipe to build another 
640 feet of the 530-mile, $1-billion 
North Trans-Andean Pipeline. 

The death tol] is high in this 
biggest construction job in Peru's 
history despite elaborate precau- 
tions. Petroperu, the state oil 
enterprise, admits to.25 deaths, 
including 8 Killed in 8. helicopter 
crash, Others say the number of 
dead may already have reached 40. 

Mile for mile, the pipeline is one 
of the most expensive ever built. 
Originally estimated at $350 mil- 
lion, construction costs lave 
doubled and may top $750 million 
before the pipeline is finished in 
January. Financing costs will add 
$200 million. A feeder line from 
Occidental Petroleum's field near 
the Ecuador frontier to the pipe- 
line's eastern end at San Jose 
de Saramuro will add $100 million 
more and 2 Pacific port at Bayo- 
var is budgeted at $60 millon. 

With the $750 million being 
spent on exploration and develop- 
ment, it will bring the initial cost 
of Peru's jungie oil project to at 
least $1.8 billion. Petroperu ex~- 
perts agree with foreign oilmen: 
Por the proven reserves of 500 mil- 
Hon to 600 million barrels, it may 
well be the most expensive oil 
ever exploited.

East of here, the route is 
through jungle where bulldozers 
must cut a path before a trench 
is dug for the pipe. 

For the last 240 miles to San 
Jose de Saramuro, rivers and 
streams coming from the Andes 
create thousands of square miles 
of lagoons and swamps, infested 
with snakes. 

US. engineers and thousands 
of Peruvian laborers work up to 
their shoulders in water and mud, 
chopping trees and hacking away 
swamp grass. Dredger barges 
Tollow, sucking up the vegetation 
to clear a channel 100 feet wide. 
Pipe-laying barges follow. 

Living and working conditions 
are miserable. Heat is intense. 
With water everywhere, the hu~ 
midity makes the slightest move- 
ment an effort. Men spend so 
much time in water their: skin 
rots and they must go to higher 
ground to “dry out.” τὸ is dif- 
ficult to combat amoebic dysen- 
tery.

To a 
stunned public in 1932, Céline's 
first, novel, written at the age of 
38, seemed also to have come up 
from hitherto nnpiumbed depths, 
There had bee: nothing quite 
like this black eruttation of hor- 
ror, pessismism and death, in 
which. life was a farce of futility. 
‘The langnage, employing 2 tough 
argot; the hiack comedy and the 
episodic, rambling structure also 
were pew. A minority of critics 
identified the sewer as the source 
of this unique vision, but the rest 
proclaimed the advent of genius, 
and the novel almost won France's, 
highest literary award, the Prix 
Goncourt. 

“Journey” had turned up, au- 
thor unknown, on the desk of a 
somewhat shady, debt-ridden 
Paris publisher named Robert 
Densél. Densél saw genius and 
Jinancial salvation—perhaps not 
in that order—in the manuscript 
and tracked down the author to 
a shabby quarter of Paris. His 
real name was Destouches and 
he was a doctor in a crowded 
municipal clinic for the poor, a 
shabby, voluble, witty man of

In his later novels Céline would 
twist bimself into many separate 
personae, and his real life up to 
his emergence into the Pars 
literary limelight was likewise 
buried in layers of myths and 
fictions he concocted to amuse 
friends. Patrick MeCarthy, a 
professor of French at Heverford 
College, is Céline's first disinter- 
ested biographer, and he does as 
Well as anyone could in slicing 
away the tissue of evasions con- 
cealing the writer's first 38 years.
